OTTAWA (CP)—Bt Hon. 
Sir George Prrlry, vrlrru 
member of psrltamrnt for 
ArrrnteuT) and rhlef lirutrfi- 
ant of Conservative leader 
K. B. Bennett, died In hU 
sleep at hit* home'here early 
today. He was HO yean old. 

Sir George had been In his 
Usual vigorous health, attending 
the Governor-General's levee and 
making a round of calls New 
Year's Day. Just a week ago to¬ 
day Sir George „nd Lady Perley 
gave a large dance for a debut- 
tame granddaughter. 

He ha d been active In Canada's 
political life for more than 40 
years. 

IN ( HEERl ri MOOD 

Sir George gave no indication 
of Ill-health before retiring last 
night Active participation in 
the holiday festivities had left 
him in the best of health, as 
cheery aa ever. After attending 
the Governor-General's levet 
Saturday, he proudly told a mem¬ 
ber of his family, “I looked 
around and I was the oldest man 
there." 

Alway* looking and acting like 
a man far younger than his 
years, Sir George had gone 
north on a fishing trip early last 
taU and later spent a holiday at 
Virginia Hot Springs. - 
His death will bring a by-elec- 
tion In Argenteutl. 

PREMIER'S TRIBITE 
A warm tribute to the worth 
and services of the late Sir 
George arising out ot friendly 
associations (or nearly 40 years, 
was paid by Prime Minister King. 
Sir George was one of the (Irst 
to extend a welcome to Mr. King 
when he first came to Ottawa to 
enter the civil service In 1900. 

A statement issued by the 
Prime Minister said: — 

“By virtue of a long and active 
career. Sir George Perley occu¬ 
pied a foremost place in our pub

Laying of Keel For Mine 
Sweeper Will Take Place 
Shortly 

Delivery of (he first consign¬ 
ments of steel for the new mine¬ 
sweeper which will be built by 
Yarrows Ltd. for the Federal De- 
partnb-nt of Defence points io an 
early start on the construction of 
the vessel at the Esquimau ship¬ 
building plant. 

Preliminary preparations are 
being made for the building berth 
at the Kang Cove plant and4t is 
understood the laying of the keel 
will take place in the Immediate 
future. 

The first shipment of steel 
plates (or the new minesweeper 
was delivered here today at the 
Canadian National yards at Point 
Ellice and will be trucked to Es¬ 
quimau. The steel came from 
Hamilton, Ont., and was brought 
herr from the mainland by barge. 

Four minesweepers are being 
built by the Dominion National 
Defence Department, one by Yar¬ 
rows Ltd. of Esquimau; one by 
the Burrard Dry dock Company 
Ltd. of North Vancouver, one by 
the Colllngwood {Shipyards Ltd. of 
Colllngwood. Out., snd one by the 
Morton Engineering and Drydock 
Company Ltd., Quebec. 

No details are as yet available 
regarding the structural design 
and power of these war vessels. 

Inquiry at the Yarrows' plant 
this morning elicited the informa 
tion that the delivery of first steel 
to the company was ppomlslng for 
an early start on construction, 
but no definite date could be 
given for 4he keellaylrrg cere¬ 
monies. 

A large number of artlzans will 
i be employed on the construction 
of the vessel.

50 Years of T.B. Control 

THE FIRST CLINIC FOR THE DIAGNO- 
4 sis, treatment, and control of tubercle 
losis was established Just 50 years ago In 
Edinburgh by Sir -Robert W. Philip. The 
importance of this anniversary can be 
measured all over the western world In lives 
and money saved and human misery avoided. 
The principles op which Sir Philip, then an 
unknown young physician,—organized his 
clinic have served with very little change, 
the editor of the American Journal of Public 
Health points out, as the basis of ail the 
efforts since then which havp been effective 
in th- fight against tuberculosis. , 

At the time this clinic, the Victoria Dis¬ 
pensary for Consumption, was established, 
it was known that tuberculosis was infec¬ 
tious, because Robert Koch had Just recently 
isolated the bacillus that causes the disease 
But little or nothing was known about how 
to apply this knowledge lo the control of the 
drcad ’JhjSease. Tuberculosis, at that time 
the chief caHse-of death, was still taking 250 
UVes a year out of every 100.000 of the popu¬ 
lation. 

The problem, as Sir Robert saw It, was 
that of getting patients to the physician in 
time for treatment to be effective. Also 
Important was tbe need to find and bring 
under medical care the children and other 
members of the household In which a tuber¬ 
culosis patient lived. 

He established his clinic to serve as a 
centre linking the various efforts being made 
to fight the,disease. It was to have four 
functions. One of these w’as to receive 
patients lor medical diagnosis. Another was 
to serve as a clearing house where all per 
sons in close contact with patients could be 
observed and carefully examined. A third 
func’ion was to Investigate environmental 
conditions and to supervise the general care 
of households in which there was tuber¬ 
culosis The fourth function wias that of 
furnisbjng information and propaganda.
